Side by sId* with the bodies of 
those brought back from Havana 
those brou:;ht hack fromHavana har- 
l)(ir after the war with Spain, they 
wtn- ron3l>;n(»(! to the earth of the 
Doiiiiiiion, while a nation paid 
Its last meaiiuie of honor to the 
"nnldcntiflcd" of that great catas- 
trophe that brought on a war, 
changed the map of the world fend 
extended tlio empire of tho United 
States Into other corners o( the 
^rth. 

Seldom In I he hintory of this 
country has thpio been planned a 
higher tribute to the memory of any 
awn or men than that for the sixty- 
four dead of the Maine. Govern- 
ment business In Washington was 
practically suspended by esoeutlve 
ordc. President Taft, most of the 
members of hla cabinet, the highest 
officers of the army, navy and the 
marino corps, officials of the depart- 
ments and the representatives of 
many forotga powon pnrtlelp«tod la 
tl)e sxerclses.
